With over 1050 students on campus, Stout 
State College this year has the largest 
enrollment in the history of the insti- 
tution, according to Frank J. Belisle, 
recently-appointed college registrar* 

According to the State College Boai"d of 
Regents, Stout had the second largest 
percentagewise increase in enrollment of 
all Wisconsin State Colleges this year. 

Of the students, $96 are men and k$Q are 
women. A high ratio of freshman, total- 
ing ii.21, is included in the group. Also 
on campus are 25? sophomores, 192 juniors, 
lk9 seniors, and 35 students earning the 
master's degree. 

Enrollment during the coming years is 
expected to gradually increase, although 
the present jump from last year's total 
in a specialized college such as Stout is 
regarded as quite unusual. The large 
number of students will necessitate 
employment of additional faculty members 
because many instructors are now carrying 
a temporary over-load of teaching duties, 

The majority of students are residents of 
Wisconsin, many enrolling from Dunn County 
in which Stout State College is located.

Johnson, the entire 
second floor slab is almost complete and

Brick work has been finished up to the 
second floor on the west side of the 
structure. According to Superintendent 
Johnson, structural steel for the roof 
of the cafeteria within the residence 
hall has also been erected. 

Goal of the Johnson Construction Company- 
is to enclose the structure by mid-

The new $700,000 building will, when com- 
plete, house ±3k coeds.
